Village Maintenance 
People are reminded to ensure that they have 
no brambles or rubbish overhanging the 
footways and causing an obstruction. This 
includes the gap the other side of your 
boundary fence/utility strips which are the 
responsibility of the homeowner. The Council 
will be reviewing the autumn/winter tree/ 
hedge/shrub cutting schedule in September 
and work should commence thereafter. 
Advice is being sought from the ecologist on 
how best to manage the vegetation along the 
top of the banks of Hollytrees Stream/Dam 
Brook; we are aware that the sections which 
we were not allowed to touch when the main 
works were carried out in March are causing 
concern for some residents and the Council is 
investigating what can be done taking into 
account the necessary measures for the 
protection of the water voles. 

The office is regularly manned, Monday- 
Wednesday 9am to 1pm. There are no 
meetings of the Council scheduled for August 
and as usual the office will be closed for most 
of August but emails and telephone calls will 
be monitored.

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DISTRICT COUNCILLOR REPORT 


Cambridgeshire and Peterborough 
Combined Authority consult on area's 
transport future 

The Local Transport Plan (LTP) aims to set out 
a strategy for a world class integrated 
transport network to cope with the existing 
pressures and future proof for emerging 
pressures in the future. The LTP will aim to 
promote change in habits and link up 
economic growth areas and housing across 
the Combined Authority area. The LTP will 
include major projects like Cambridge South 
station, Soham Station, new rail link at 
Wisbech, looking at and reforming bus 
networks, duelling of the AlO, duelling of the 
A47, a crossing over the River Great Ouse and 
the CAM metro. The LTP will be linked to the 
Cambridgeshire and Peterborough economic 
review which alludes to a stalling of the local 
economy in the future if transport 
infrastructure is not addressed. 

The consultation hearing began on 17th June 
and will run for 15 weeks until 27th 
September.

Consultation on providing a new police 
station in South Cambridgeshire 
For information I attended a public 
consultation meeting with the Police and 
Crime Commissioner and chief constable 
regarding the proposal to have a new police 
station in Milton which has been called for by 
the police to increase the amount of custody 
cells and modernise the service. It was 
explained that currently officers are taking 
people to custody cells in Peterborough due 
to capacity issues in Cambridge. Obviously 
this is a waste of time_and resource which 
would be better directed at neighbourhood 
policing or improving response times. 


Parks and green spaces receive £700,000 
Cambridgeshire's and Peterborough's parks 
and green spaces will receive £700,000 from 
the ground breaking Future Parks scheme 
funded by the Ministry of Housing and 
communities and local government, the 
National Lottery and the National Trust. 

There were 80 projects in total submitted 
across the UK to receive a share of the 
funding and our area was one of the ten 
projects to successfully be awarded the 
funding. The County Council was the lead 
partner in this collaboration of a number of 
Councils, businesses and charities working 
together. The collaboration included SCDC. I 
am very proud of all of the work that officers 
across a number of councils have put in to 
get this money directed towards green 
spaces and parks that ultimately we will be 
enjoying. 

A new era for adult education 
The Cambridgeshire and Peterborough 
Combined Authority took control of the 
£11.5 million budget for adult education 
earlier this year. Upon this budget being 
devolved, the Combined Authority reviewed 
how the money should best be spent. The 
emphasis of the review was to re-focus the 
funds to give lower paid and lower skilled 
people the qualifications they need to secure 
better jobs. 

Adult education had a strong demand led 
focus on community and leisure and 
pleasure courses for example arts, crafts and 
hobby activities. While such courses will 
remain a part of the mix of adult education 
the focus will now be to focus funds to work 
with training providers and the business 
community to target specific skill gaps within 
the economy local to the Cambridge and 
Peterborough Combined Authority area.

We're mindful that 'the lakes' have provided 
access to the countryside for local people for 
decades, and the RSPB has supported the 
continuation of this since acquiring the site, 
with the addition of routes to get closer to the 
lakes and the maintenance of surfaces to 
standards beyond that required of the County 
Council.

We'll also 
be adding a few subtle features to make 
crossing the track here as safe as possible, 
such as adding a contrasting crossing point 
and some extra signs.

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CAMBRIDGESHIRE COUNTY COUNCILLOR'S REPORT 


Safety on the Cambridgeshire Guided Busway 
[CGB] continues to be reviewed as a priority 
for the County Council. It carries out regular 
inspections and assessments on all the roads, 
footpaths and cycleways for which it is 
responsible and the CGB is no different. 
Following an incident at King's Hedges Road, 
Officers have been assessing all the crossing 
points along the busway to increase 
awareness and promote safety. As a result 
extra advisory signs have been installed at the 
crossing points along the route. These 
additional signs are blue and state 'Busway 
Look Both Ways' to remind cyclists and 
pedestrians to stop and look for buses before 
crossing the busway. Since the busway 
opened in 2011 the area along the route has 
changed and evolved. There are increasing 
numbers of people and cyclists as the number 
of houses and businesses expands. The 
Council has also reduced the speed of buses 
as they approach the crossing point at Fen 
Drayton Lakes from SOmph to 20mph. These 
latest enhancements follow the additional 
signage and guard rail installed previously on 
the busway at King's Hedges Road. 

I am often asked to support requests for road 
safety improvements and pursuing the 
objectives of these is sometimes difficult 
because the County Council's data does not 
always back up the genuine belief of local 
people that a particular location is unsafe. 
Changing signage or road layout has to be 
supported by evidence of the need for the 
change. This year's report on road casualty 
data for Cambridgeshire and Peterborough 
provides some interesting information. Using 
agreed criteria for identifying a cluster site [6 
injury collisions or 3 fatal or serious injury 
collisions within a 100m radius] over the 3 
calendar year period 2016-18 53 collision 
cluster sites were identified in 
Cambridgeshire. As you might expect Bar Hill 
A14 features on that list showing 10 slight 
collisions. In 2018 27 people were killed in 
road traffic collisions across Cambridgeshire 


and Peterborough [C&P], 430 were seriously 
injured and 2,073 slightly injured. The 
number of fatalities is at a 5 year low. 
Although the trend is downwards it is young 
people [aged 17-29] who remain at most risk 
of being injured in a road traffic collision. 
Conversely the number of older road user 
casualties [aged 70+] although relatively 
small appears to be on the increase; frailty 
being a key factor for this age group. 81% of 
fatal collisions in C&P occur on our rural road 
network. This is significantly above the 
national average which is approximately 
60%. Importantly though from the point of 
view of local people wanting to be able to 
justify requests for road safety 
improvements, it is estimated that only 1 in 
10 incidents is reported. If you are convinced 
that there is a real safety issue at a particular 
location it really would help if 
encouragement were given to all those 
Involved in minor incidents to report them 
to the police so that a much more accurate 
picture can be drawn.

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AUGUST BULLETIN 
CAMBRIDGESHIRE 

FIRE AND RESCUE SERVICE 

Cambridgeshire residents have 
been urged to stay fire safe when 
outdoors over the summer. 

The weather so far has not been 
as warm as forecast earlier in the year. 
However with high temperatures still to 
come potentially there is still the risk of fires 
in open areas of land easily spreading and 
becoming out of control. 

In June and July 2018 crews attended 551 
fires in the open across the county, an 
increase of more than 50 per cent on the 
previous year. Last July alone saw crews 
attend 376 fires in the open in various places 
around the county. This year we believe the 
high temperatures will continue into August. 
The Service's Combined Fire Control has also 
seen a sharp increase in the amount of 
emergency calls they have received 
reporting incidents in Cambridgeshire and 
Suffolk. Almost 4,000 calls were answered 
by emergency call handlers in June and July, 
an increase of 13 per cent from the previous 
year. 

Group Commander Paul Clarke, head of 
community fire safety at Cambridgeshire 
Fire and Rescue Service, said: "We want to 
help ensure that people enjoy the sunny 
weather while it's here safely. High 
temperatures and dry areas of land can be 
perfect conditions for a fire to spread. 
Something as simple as not stubbing a 
cigarette out properly, or using a disposable 
barbecue on grass, can start a fire that can 
develop quickly." 

There are seven simple steps we urge 
residents to take to help prevent an outdoor 
fire: 

1. Ensure cigarettes are completely out 

2. Do not throw cigarettes out of car 
windows onto grass verges or vegetation 

3. Put disposable barbecues on bricks, do 
not place directly on grass 

4. Do not leave glass bottles lying on the 
ground, the sun's rays reflect through the 
glass and can start a fire 


5. When camping, do not leave campfires 
unattended and make sure it is completely 
out before you leave it 

6. Use barbecues on a hard, flat surface, 
away from grass, shrubs or fencing 

7. Talk to your children about the dangers of 
starting a fire.

Mum walks 178 miles from Arthur Rank Hospice to Liverpool FC, 
in memory of her son Daniel 

Angela McGrath and her daughter Lorna set from Arthur Rank Hospice to Liverpool on 
Thursday 28 March 2019, a year after her son Daniel received his diagnosis. Angela explains: 
"My world shattered when 1 lost my beautiful son Daniel to cancer. He was 21. Daniel was 
such an inspirational person and still is. His strength and courage were mind-blowing ." 

The whole family still had strong connections to Liverpool, having lived there until Daniel was 
10 years old. It was his idea that his family take on the challenge of 'Walk 2 Liverpool': "One 
of the last things he asked me to do was raise funds for the Hospice: it was his suggestion that 
we could walk from Cambridge to Liverpool. 

On the morning that the walk started, Angela and Lorna's friends and family gathered at the 
Hospice in Shelford Bottom, to wish them luck and wave them off. Unfortunately, at the end 
of a 25-mile walk to St Ives on day one, Lorna had to pull out due to pains in her legs. Angela 
carried on alone, despite knowing how hard this would be. After seven hard days of walking, 
Angela arrived at Liverpool PC's stadium: "As I arrived atAnfield, my family was there to 
meet me, and I am so proud of myself for keeping my promise to Daniel." 

Daniel's sister, Lorna explains why the whole family is passionate about helping the Hospice: 
"Arthur Rank Hospice was amazing, making Daniel's last days as comfortable and happy as 
possible. We want to raise as much money as possible for this amazing hospice to carry on 
looking after people in their last days."
